A new women's softball team in the 
Lehigh Valley has been sponsored by the 
13th Street Pub in Easton, The bar's 
owner put up the money for the team to 
join the Palmer slow-pitch league, The 
team members, numbering about 20, sold 
raffle tickets to cover the cost of their 
uniforms and equipment. The raffle was 
a huge success, with over 1300 tickets 
sold, One person, Theresa Lombardo, 
sold over 500 tickets. So the team was 
off to a good beginning. 

Most of the women have been involved 
in softball before; some have years of 
experience on winning softball teams,

When asked on an individual basis why 
they were involved in this sport, the team 
members had very different reasons, A 
majority of the women were very sports 
orientated, not just softball orientated, 
They also bowl, play shuffleboard, or 
golf. A few were from families who were 
"really into’ participation and spectator 
sports, so they were heavily into sports 
year round, Several of the women were 
utilizing the exercise as part of their 
personal physical fitness plan, All of the 
women had several reasons in common, 
They liked: being outdoors, being involved 
in a physical activity, and being part of a 
team effort. After a practice ora 
scrimmage they glow with well-being, 

Being part of a team is totally different 
from facing an opponent one-to-one, A team

Le-Hi-Ho and the Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force are now represented on the 
Lehigh Valley Task Force Against Violence, 
a group formed to educate the public 
about the prevalence of violence in the 
area. The Task Force also works for 
ways of reducing violence, 

It is good to have the gay and lesbian 
community represented, because violence 
against us needs to be documented and 
shown to be the threat we know it to be. 

It also gives the gay and straight com- 
munities a way to work openly together on 
a mutual concern, Many thanks to our 
representative to the Task Force for his 
time and effort. 

Out of last month's emphasis on 
domestic violence has come a request 
from Turning Point of Lehigh Valley for 
a safe house, a private home which could 
be used by a male victim of abuse, 
Turning Point has a safe house for straight 
and gay women but no place where men 
can be housed temporarily to get them 
out of battering situations in an emergency, 

Specifics, including how long a man 
could stay, hours of use, etc., would be 
worked out in a written contract with 
Turning Point. For further information 
call Turning Point at 437-0222 and ask 
for Bonnie McDonald. This is an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the community to 
support itself, 

Le-Hi-Ho has given serious con- 
sideration to restarting the Lesbian and 
Gay Hotline which was in existence in 
1979, Many of the problems which led to 
the Hotline's demise at that time, lack of 
enough volunteers, no appropriate piuce 
for the line, still exist. Even though ihe 
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Hotline was in existence for a short time, 
it gave a way for gay men and women to 
find out what was happening in the com- 
munity as well as a sympathetic ear. The 
Board has decided that without a suitable 
place for the line and enough volunteers 
to staff it, and especially without a 
volunteer coordinator with enough time 

to supervise it, that now is not the time 
to attempt it again. If someone came 
forward with the time and energy to work 
on it and to solve these every real problems, 
then perhaps the decision would change. 

If no one can be found, then the project 
will be shelved until a community center 
is established which would solve the 
problem of space.

Saving Your Skin On The Streets (cont) 


dogs, want to create fear through intimi- 
dation. Dogs do this through snarling, 
barking and lunging. Thugs do this through 
surprise, the threat of injury and their 

own attitude of control. To a person un- 
prepared to deal with this, fear can possess 
to such a degree that no other course is 
available except obedience, hoping to 
survive, 

The thing to remember though is that 
the thug is only playing a role, hoping to 
turn an innocent person minding his or her 
own business into a victim that will do 
whatever is asked to survive. The thug 
chooses people he or she thinks will, in 
effect, play the victim role and not cause 
any trouble, The thug doesn't want to be 
hurt in return. 

There are two times one can stop a 
mugging. One is before it even starts, by 
not playing the role of a possible victim, 
Regardless of how you feel, you must act 
as though you are not the best person on 
the street to be mugged. 

Picture in your mind someone who is 
confident, assured, someone who owns the 
street, like John Travolta in the opening 
sequence of Saturday Night Fever. He had 
that look. And just as he played a role of 
cock of the walk, you can play a role that 
could possibly save you. 


However, some thugs, especially 
those on drugs or alcohol, may not Le 
alert enough to pick up the signals that 
you're not to be messed with, They may 
still try and attack you. If this happens, 
once again, don't play the intimidated victim 
role the mugger wants you to play. Change 
the script, do the unexpected. It's like 
the old saying that no one messes with 
"crazies'' because you can't be sure what 
they might do, The unexpected is always 
threatening, especially to bullies who, by 
nature, are cowards. 

Early in the film of The Wiz, Diana 
Ross is followed by a mugger as she walks 
along a dark street, She becomes frighten- 
ed and walks faster, so does the mugger. 
In desperation she turns and comes on 
like a hooker, demanding he pay for what 
he originally wanted to take. This con- 
fuses him so much he runs away. She 
changed the script and rewrote her scene, 
making herself the star. 

In addition to this mental attitude, 
there are, of course, many physical blocks, 
thrusts and kicks possible to protect your 
self if need be. These take demonstration 
and rehearsal to become effective. But 
the primary points remain the same: 
escape if at all possible, run; don't walk 
close to buildings; and remember, there 
are things you can do to protect yourself.

stands or falls together, yet the individual 
players skills, or lack thereof, are still 
crucially important. This is what I found 
to be the 13th Street Pub's motivation; 
their team spirit. The more experienced 
members help the inexperienced. No one 
puts someone down for a mistake. Instead, 
advice and help is given, turning the 
potential weak points into strengths. All 
take criticism well, and use it constructively. 
They have been very successful in pulling to- 
gether as a team, 

There have been, weather permitting, 
three practices a week. Scrimmage games 


against the Easton Children's Home are 
also played on Thursdays. The teams 
coach, Mickey Katz, is very pleased with 
the progress the team is making, 

Perhaps the best illustration of the 
spirit pervading softball is a statement I 
heard over and over from different team 
members: "It doesn't matter whether we 
win; I feel good knowing that we played a 
good game," 

Watching the 13th Street Pub team 
practice, it's evident that good games are 
what we are going to see them play, They 
are a strong team, and they are on the move.
